Scheduled  to  leave  from  Natchi- 
toches on  Aug.  4,  the  tour  will 
travel  through  Texas,  New  Mexi- 
co, Arizona,  and  California.  At 
Los  Angeles,  the  tourists  who 
have  registered  for  the  Hawaiian 
tour  I  Plan  B)  will  depart  for 
Hawaii  and  rejoin  the  Plan-A 
group  at  San  Francisco  following 
a  2091-mile  trip  to  the  Islands. 

On  the  return  leg  of  the  trip, 
the  tour  will  travel  through  the 
northern  sections  of  the  states 
previously  mentioned,  with  arrival 
back  in  Natchitoches  scheduled 
for  Aug.  26.

Track  Team  Opens 
Season  In  Ft.  Worth 

Coach  Walter  Ledet's  track  team 
opened  its  1963  season  in  the  Ft. 
Worth  Relays  Friday  and  Satur- 
day. March  '1-2. 

Only  10  team  members  were 
selected  to  compete  in  the  Texas 
track  and  field  meet.  With  spring 
football  drills  continuing  through 
March  6,  many  trackmen  were 
still  out  on  the  gridiron. 

Prospects  for  an  improved  team 
over  last  season's  group  are  good, 
according  to  Coach  Ledet.  with 
potential  strength  expected  in 
distance  events  and  the  field. 

Highpoint  of  the  track  season 
will  be  the  25th  annual  NSC  Re- 
lays, which  will  introduce  for  the 
first  time  a  university  division. 

Marking  one-quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury of  the  Relays  track  and  field 
carnival,  the  program  should  at- 
tract the  largest  number  of  en- 
tries in  its  history.
